The vsy to obtain these clovers 


and legume*, is to apply ground lioie- 
«=tone or hydrated lime to the land, 
then you can restore more humus lo 
the soil In a less period of time. 


In sandy soils the loss of humus Is 


eeverely felt. Dressings of lime and 
limestone will help to tignten up 
these soils—whith in turn make them 
1'old more moisture and produce more 
crops to restore humus
